In pursuance of chapter 732 of the Laws of 1868, which 
provides as follows : 

Section 1. "S-o traosfer of stocks, bonds and mortga^s, or other 
securities, now held or hereafter received by the Superintendent 
of the Insurance Department uuder the provisions of an act 
aathorizing deposits in the said department, ehall be deemed 
valid or of binding force or effect, unless the same be counter- 
signed by the Treasurer of the State, or in his absence from his 
office or inability to perform the duties of his office, by his 
deputy. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer aforesaid to keep in his 
office, or in the office of the Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, a book in which shall be entered the name of the 
company from whose accounts such transfer of securities is made 
by the Superintendent, and the name of the party to whom such 
traiisfer is made, unless such transfer shall be made in blank ; and 
the par value of any stock so transferred shall be entered therein, • 
and the amount for which every mortgage transferred is held by 
the Superintendent, and the name of the party to whom assigned, 
shall also be therein entered ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer, immediately upon countersigning and entering the 
same, to advise, by mail, the company ttom. whose accounts such 
transfer is made of Mie kind of security and the amount of the 
same thus transferred. 

§ 2. The Treasurer shall present in his annual re] 
Xiegislature the total amount of such transfer or af 
countersigned by him.
